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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawing fig. 1 is objected to because it fails to use reference numbers to 
identify each element or component of the drawing. In addition, drawing element "solve 
backwards and sort" does not include "an output". Note that the specification should be 
amended, if necessary, to reflect any drawing changes. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 
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2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is too short. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the • 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus; its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 



Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 , line 5, 
what does it mean by "entries" as recited in the claim; line 9, "the" should be inserted 
before "triangular"; line 10, "the" should be replaced by "a"; line 10, what does it mean 
by "true sorted vector? line 1 1 , "the" should be inserted before "signal"; line 1 1 , "the" 
should be replaced by "a". 
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As per claim 3, line 4, in the limitation "associated communication systems 
transmitters" with what the transmitters are associated with? Line 4, after "in", "the" 
should be replaced by "an"; the limitation "transmit each point" in line 4 should be 
replaced by an alternate language as transmitters can't transmit "points" rather "signal". 

Claim 2 is likewise objected because of its dependency to objected claim 1. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Conclusion 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 
above. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3 are would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection set 
forth above. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a method for decoding a signal is disclosed. The closest prior art Kim US 
Patent Publication S/N 2004/01 70229 A 1 disclosed similar method and apparatus. 
However, Kim does not teach or fairly suggest the limitations recited in claim 1 , lines 3- 
12 and therefore does not anticipate or render obvious the claimed invention.
